The first attempt of Chicago’s board of 
moving picture Censors to review real drama 
was reported yesterday with disastrous re- 
sults for the drama. 

John O'Callahan, member of the board, 
reviewed five plays put on by Holbrook 
Blinn's Princess players of New York. He 
wrote a Gold review of the plays, stripped 
of artistic verbiege. This report was so 
strong that it moved Mayor Harrison in 
the afternoon to summon the management 
of the Princess theater to show cause why 
its license should not be revoked. 

The mayor acted upon receipt of a report 
presented by Maj. M. L. C. Funkhouser, 
second deputy superintendent of police. It 
éarried no recommendation and included 
only the “action story of the plays as 
reviewed by a member of the censorship 
bureau. 

Produced First in New Tork. 

The plays were the same that have beep 
presented by the Blinn players at the Prin- 
eas in New York during the last two years 
They opened their Chitago engagement two 
Weeks age and for a week tried to stay on 
tafe ground.” The houses were small urtil 
„ Any Night” was added last Sunday night 
to the bill.

LI DOCTRINE INE ISSUE 


Application Argued Before Po- 
litical Science Academy. 


AS GREAT BRITAIN SEES IT. 


London Writer Says State Paper Is 
Enigma to His Government. 


Philadelphia. Pa., April 3.—That the prin- 
ciple of the Monroe Doctrine is just as much 
alive now as it ever was and that President 
Monroe’s declaration is not an. “ obsolete 
shibboleth,’’ was the trend of discussion to- 
day at the annual meeting of the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science, 
which is considering the present interna- 
tional relations and obligations of the 
United States. 

While the speakers with few exceptions 
were in agreement upon thé general prin- 
ciple of the doctrine, there were some varia- 
tions as to its application. 


Urges Concert of Action. 

Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester urged a 
concert of action among the American re- 
publics in a policy of America for the 
Americans.“ which he said was indorsed by 
Admiral George Dewey. 

John Barrett, director general of the Pan- 
American union, advocated a Pan-Ameri- 
can policy,” in which each one of the twenty 
American countries should have the same 
independence as the United States, in order 
to eliminate any sense of fear on the part of 
Central and South American states as to 
United States aggression. 

A. Maurice Low of London, a British jour- 
nalist, was introduced as a speaker who 
would give the European attitude toward 
the Monroe doctrine. Mr. Low said it would 
be easier to explain the attitude of Europe 
if Europe knew what the Monroe doctrine 
really was. 

He believed a nation that assumes protec- 
tion over other states should also assume 
the responsibility of seeing that these small- 
er countries carry out their obligations with 
other nations. 


H. L. Wilson Is Critic. 

The methods and policies oi the present 
administration at Washington in dealing 
with the Mexican situation were severely 
criticised by Henry Lane Wilson, former am- 
bassador of the United States to Mexico. 

In refusing to recognize the provisional 
government of Gen. Huerta, and by with- 
holding moral assistance enabling it to re- 
store peace and order in Mexico, this govern- 
ment was within its richts.“ Mr. Wilson de- 
clared, “but it nevertheless contributed to 
the discredit of a government which was en- 
dea voring to restore peace and order to Mex- 
ico.” 

What he described as other errors of the 
Washington administration included the 
announcement of the new doctrine that gov- 
ernments owing their origin to violence would 
not be recognized by this government; the 
dispatch of the Lind mission; the attempt to 


f discredit European ata ere in Mex- 
ico and misrepresent thein attitude with ret - 
erence to recognition; attempting to destroy 
the financial credit and standing in Mexico; . 
lifting the embargo. on the of 
arms and ammunition into Mexico, and in the 
assumption that constitutional nden can 
be held in Mexico.“ 


Defends Cause of Rebels. 

Roberto V. Pes@ueira, confidential agent in 
the United States of Gen. Carranza, dis- 
cussed in detail what he declared had led up 
to the Madero revolution, of which, he seid, 
the present Constitutionalist movement is 
but a continuation. 

“The government of the mailed fist or 
the iron hand’ can never impose a perma- 
nent peace in Mexico,“ Mr. Pesqueira seid.

Rear Admiral Fietcher’s report was re- 
ceived with keen interest. For many months 
the Constitutionalists have been besieging 
Tampico for the purpose of obtaining pos- 
session of a deep water port on the Gulf of 
Mexico. Their first attempt was conducted 
by Gen. Aguilar, but in that case and in 
many other attacks that followed the re- 
bels were kept outBide of the town limits 
by the fire from the Federal gunboats, which 
proved to be an insuperable obstacle to the 
advance. 

In the beginning the capture of Tampico 
was deemed essential in order to secure easy 
entry for the munitions of war required for 
the Constitutionalist army. The proclama- 
tion of President Wilson permitting the ex- 
portation of armsand ammunition across the 
border into Mexico diminished the import- 
ance of the port in this respect, but recently 
the financial needs of the rebels, with the 
knowledge that the customs house receipts 
at Tampico were heavy, led to a renewal 
of the siege and the strengthéning of the at- 
tacking force to a point that now seems to 
make probable the capture of the town. 

Rear’ Admiral Fletcher reported that the 
Constitutionalists now have outposts with 
in five miles of Tampico and said the com- 
manding officer at Laguna Puerto plans to 
attack the town as soon as 1,000 troops arrive 
under Gen. Castro, who is working toward 
the coast on the San Luis railroad.

T is a keen pleasure to read of an ex- 

pedition so wisely planned and so suc- 

cessfully carried out by men both gentle 

and brave as that told of in the AS- 

CENT OF DENALI” (Mount McKinléy), 
by Hudson Stuck, archdeacon of the Yukon. 
Mr. Stuck tells his story both vividly and 
accurately, appeasing our curiosity with in- 
timate detaile of daily life, making us thrill 
with him at the aplendor of the scenery, 
satisfying the acientific reader by his care- 
ful observations, and making us shudder at 
the perils eficeuntered. Indeed, thrilling ad- 
ventures are not wanting, for the difficulty 
of transportation, the burning of some of 
the supplies, the unexpected tangle of ice 
blocks and sheer declivyities created by a 
recent earthquake, ali furnished obstacles 
enough to make success a real achievement. 

In spite of the logs by fire of the more com- 
plete photographic outfit, the pictures taken 
are beautiful and suggestive, full of the 
majesty of showy mountain tops and tum- 
bling clouds, of bleak wastes and tiny crawl- 
ing men. 

In reading this book the average reader will 
find most delightful of all the sensitive, 
whimsical, quaintly dogmatien man who 
was the inspiration of the expedition and 
the soul of the party, who thrilled at every 
beautiful sight, who bore danger and dis- 
comfort with unconcern, and who never 
fails to praise his friends’ and deprecate his 
own share in thé work. Byen if the plea for 
restoring the native name Denali to 
Mount McKinley were not so well founded, 
surely the word of Hudson Stuck should 
have the greatest possible weight.

Old Irish Ballad. 

Padraic Colum has made a collection of 
“ BROAD SHEET BALLADS,” or songs 
sold and sung about the streets. Those se- 
lected for the present collection have been 
popular in the English speaking parts of Ire- 
land for the last hundred years and comprise 
not only such familiar songs as The Wear- 
in’ o° the Green,“ The Risin’ o’ the Moon,” 
“The Shan Van Vocht,” and The Night 
Before Larry Was Stretched,” but many 
which will be quite new to the casual student 
of Irish song. 

In his excellent introduction Mr. Colum 
gives a description of the ballad singer's 
place in the life of the people. He stands 
in the market place between the country and 
the city and he draws from both traditions,” 
writes Mr. Colum. He adds: There is an 
idea that popular poetry is am impersonal 
thing, an emanation from the multitude, but 
I think this is an illusion. The multitude may 
change or may interpolate, may coarsen or 
may improve, but the song ha’ been made by 
the individual.” He sustains his argument 
by showing how some of the most persistent- 
ly popular songs of Ireland were written by 


well known writers—patriota as well as poets, 


in many cases, such, for example, as that of 
Charles Kickham.

When Dougherty was pardoned in 1010 he 
was.indicted again despite the promise of Im- 
munity and the trial began here a week ago 
efter four years of struggling, through 
changes of venue, continuances, quashing of 
eounts, and reindictments, and several civil 
guits, which involved courts in Illinois, Mis- 
gouri, Wisconsin, and Arizona.

For relief of such conditions and for the 
ease of pain nothing equals opium and the 
substances derived from it. But they 
have drawbacks. When one takes a seda- 
tive one is liable to quit trying to find the 
cause which underlies the pain, the cough 
or the griping. Opium rapidly loses its 
effect. 

One is justified in taking one or two 
doses for a pain, griping, straining, or a 
coughing. If, the irritation held tempo- 
rarily in abeyance, the curative powers do 
not relieve the situation and make further 
use of a sedative unnecessary, you can be 
certain the case is not one for a sedative. 
Therefore, never follow the sedative route 
far. If after three or four doses the irri- 
tation continues stop the sedative and try 
another tack: 

The danger of addiction to morphine 
and opium is very great. Back of every 
case of drug addiction there lies a con- 
dition of mind. To begin with it may 
not amount to more than a mild neuras- 
thenia, a poorly poised mind, er a weak 
o@ntrol. As time goes on the constantly 
poisoned nerve cells grow less and less 
well balanced and the drug habitué at the 
end has a very poor mental machine. This 
means that neurotics, neurasthenies, and 
badly balanced people should not even fol- 
low the sedative route for three doses. 

— 


Morphine should never be given for 
mental states, for headaches, or fer any- 
thing except sharp definite pains and frri- 
tations. It should not be given for aches, 
steady boring pain, rheumatic pains, or 
neuralgias. Phenacetin, antipyrin, and 
antifebrin are much better than morphine 
to relſeve the backache, headache, and gen- 
eral aches of fever, colds, etc. ‘Neuralgias 
Nei ‘to these Detter than to morphine? ** 

Nothing fs ‘so ‘good for a gouty headache 
as the members of this group. ‘Small doses 
ease pain about as well as large doses. 
Except where the fever is high, a three- 
grain dose will give as much relief as a 
ten-grain dose.

Reader writes: “Regarding contagious 
diseases, such as scarlet fever, etc., is the 
new rule regarding quarantine that the 
patient may be cofifined in one room, While 
the rest of the folk have access to the other 
parts of the house, using both entrances? 
Also, may the nurse go in among the rest of 
the people in the house and the medicine 
be carried back and forth from the drug 
store by a member of the family. Also, may 
their windows be opened—the patient being 
im the parlor—thereby allowifig all the foul 
air to go out on the front steps and porch, 
which are used by the other tenants of the 
building, and to the adjoining porch of the 
building next door? Such a case exists, and 
there stems to de no precaution taken for 
the safety of others.“

As he proposes to return to Florence with 
her, the Italian authorities have, according 
to the dispatches, decided to proceed against 
him for bigamy, prompted thereto by 
Duchess Emmanuela, who is a well known 
and popular figure in foreign and American 
society at Florence.

The duke's father, who died some years 
ago, bore the Christian name of Galeazzo, and 
was a senator of the kingdom and incidental- 
ly the cause of the reyision of the laws er- 
empting members of the upper chambér 
from the jurisdiction of the ordinary trib- 
unals where minor offenses are concerned. 

It seems that one day an ox bélonging to the 
late duke escaped from its pasture and 
Strayed along the railroad line from Fer- 
rara to Rimini, The police captured the 
animal, and the local courts decreed a fine 
against the duke for negligence in allowing 
his ox to stray on the railroad line, thereby 
endangering traffic. 

However, the lawyer of the duke carried 
the case to appeal, and demanded a reversal 
of the judgment on the ground that the 
duke, being a member of the senate, was ac- 
cording to the terms of the national consti- 
tution exempt from the fiirisdiction of all 
tribunals, save that of the senate, sitting as 
a high court of justice. 

The court of appeal had no alternative but 
to admit the contention, and, in view of the 
prospect of the upper chamiber of the national 
legislature being convoked for a state trial 
of the duke, in consequence of the erratic 
conduct of his ox, it was determined to In- 
augurate steps for changing the legislation 
on the subject so that the immunity of sena- 
tors from the jurisdiction of the ordinary 
tribunals should be restricted to cases of 


dea.

This is the practice followed m England. 
Thus, I recall the case of the late Earl of 
Egmont being brought before one of the 
London police cotrts and fined for drunk and 
disorderly conduct, While the present Earl 
of Cork was in former yéars repeatedly fined 
by these same tribunals, owing to the fact 
that bibulousness in his case invariably took 
the form of an insane longing to drive a 
hansom cab at a s rate through thé 
streets of London after he had pitched the 
hackman from his perch. 

However, when the Kart Russell rendered 
himself technically guilty of bigamy, which 
is a felony, some years ago, the cntire house 

of lords had to be constituted as a high 
court of justice under the presiden¢y of a 
specially commissioned lord high steward of 
the realm in order to try, convict, and sen- 
| ene him to a term of imprisonmesit.

More than this may not be said in praise of 
his music, but ft should be enough. It is un- 
fair to demand originality of thought and inde-.

But there is this difference: Young 
Korngold’s musical gifts at best, only mirror 
with astonishing completeness the less serious 
aspects of the art of his time. Beethoven, even 
while imitating Haydn, achieved an unmistaka- 
ble expression of his own musical personality. 
Mozart's individuality, too, was stamped upon 
sven the earliest of his works.

Transfer of Feminine Cops. 


HE members of the Woman's Athletic club 
and their guests yesterday morning voted 
to send to Mayor Harrison a protest 
against Chief Gleason's late order trans- 
ferring the policewomen of Chicago from 

the morals section of the department to the 
outlying districts, where they are to be as- 
signed regular patrolman’s duties, and to peti- 
tion the United States authorities to enlarge 
the appropriation for the working of the chil- 
dren's bureau in Washington, of which Miss 
Julia Lathrop of Chicago is the head. 

To the laymen this action of the Woman's 
Athletic club carries no more import than 
similar protests on the part of other women’s 
organizations. To the “insider,” however, the 
action was much of a victory for Miss Jane 
Addams and Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen, who were 
the speakers of the morning, and for the other 
leaders in the woman’s political field who are 
endeavoring to gather all of the new voters into 
the fold before Tuesday next. 

The Woman's Athletic club has been one of 
the few organizations which has kept out of 
the politics of the day. Most of its members 
are members also of the other women's clubs 
of the city, and through these organizations 
have taken some part in the trend of the day. 
Because of this, in part, and because of the 
conservatism of some of the members, in part,

But it is a difficult matter to remain neutral 
when a question is new and interesting and 
bears directly upon the individual. A fortnight 
ago the club threw its new spring bonnet into 
the ring and announced as one of the Lenten 
morning programs talks by Miss Addams and 
Mrs. Bowen on the first vote of the Chicago 
women. Many of the club members had ex- 
pressed a desire to receive a morning’s lesson

The club’s regular programs are given in the, 
gymnasium—a large room in itself—but for the 
accommodation of those who attended yester- 
Gay it was necessary to throw open the big 
folding doors and seat the overflow in the great 
parlor, which in turn was almost filled with 
guests.

Uned the reasons for woman's interest and 
activity in political matters from the need of 
pure milk for the babies to the protection of 
the grown daughters of the family, as the pub- 
lic has come to know the necessity of such 
protection. 

“ The police women. of the city have done 
good work,” said Mrs. Bowen. “Second Deputy 
Funkhouser has declared that no bad reports 
‘have been sent in from the dance halls since 
they fell under the care of the policewomen. 
But the head of the police does not care for 
‘policewomen. So he has taken them from tne 
morals section of the department and put them 
out to do patrol duty. 

“TI contend that the work of a policewoman 
| is nat to regulate traffic but to serve as chap- 
erons at the dance halls and other places where 
| the city’s unprotected daughters gather. Women 
ought to vote for a mayor and aldermen who 
mean to protect the women and girls and chil- 
dren. There is a film censoring ordinance to 
be considered also in the choice of aldermen, 
There is a movement now to give the mayor 
the right to appoint the members of the com- 
mittee of three to censor moving picture films: 
These appointees no doubt will be political. 
Vote for an aldermgn who would be sure to 
vote against such a measure. Take up these 
questions with the hope that some day the 
censorship may extend all through the state— 
that it will not be possible to make the films 
censored. The state is now suffering through 
the virtues of Chicago in this matter.”

We must have an energy income as well as an 
energy outgo for any length of time.

Factory 
men and women who are old at 30 are a pretty 
good example of how many years energy capi- 
tal without adequate energy income will last. 

‘To make a balance sheet of the body requires 
thought and knowledge of more than a casual 
sort. When men are starving they lose body 
weight, because their tissues are being oxidized 
to provide energy for the maintenance of tem- 
perature and the vital movements of respira- 
tion and circulation.
